The  accomplished  senior  in  every  sense  of  the  word  resembles 
the  sophisticated  star  at  the  peak  of  a  career.  The  rising  star 
is  portrayed  by  the  brisk,  energetic  junior  and  the  hopeful 
"soph". 

The  social  organizations  which  lead  us  to  both  diversion 
and  self-improvement  have  a  parallel  in  those  entertaining, 
moralistic  comedies  which  were  childhood's  delight.  The  vi- 
vacious, plunging  manner  in  which  our  athletes  gain  victories 
can  be  compared  only  to  the  "wild  and  wooly"  tactics  of  the 
Wild  West  with  its  dashing  cowboys  and  whooping  "Injuns". 
The  features,  like  the  movie  high  lights,  brilliantly  reflect 
the  color,  the  tone,  and  the  spirit  of  the  whole. 

Here,  then,  is  an  imperishable,  panoramic  record  of  an 
important  phase  of  our  dramatic  career.  In  future  years 
when  we  shall  be  successful  actors  who  have  played  life's 
tragic  and  comic  roles,  these  pages  will  be  highly  reminiscent 
of  the  happy  associations  formed  when  we  were  amateur  ar- 
tists of  the  stage.

The  Budget,  with  the  largest  reportorial  staff  in  its  history  consisting  of  forty- 
eight  members,  very  successfully  continued  its  office  as  chief  publicity  agent  for  the 
scholastic,  literary,  dramatic,  athletic  and  social  interests  of  Galcshurg  High  School. 

Because  of  the  world's  financial  status  and  the  increased  activity  of  the  print- 
ing department  a  six-page  paper  was  a  rarity.  Thus  the  staff  had  to  select  and  con- 
dense the  material  printed  with  great  care  to  make  it  conform  to  the  four  pages. 

By  dint  of  much  effort,  both  business  and  editorial,  a  special,  enlarged  tourna- 
ment edition  was  published,  containing  an  article  concerning  each  competing  team. 
Tlie  "extra"  was  printed  at  the  Labor  News,  and  the  size  of  this  publication  was 
about  twice  that  of  the  regular  Budget. 

A  new  process  greatly  reduced  the  cost  of  making  cartoon  "cuts",  and  much 
more  school  cartooning  talent  could  be  reproduced  for  the  benefit  of  the  Budget 
readers.  These  editorial  cartoons  and  school  event  caricatures  livened  the  paper 
considerably.  The  editorial  page  wag  changed  from  four  to  three  columns  to  add 
variety. 

On  April  8  the  Budget  staff  joined  the  Reflector  staff  in  "making  news"  un- 
der the  eye  of  Mickey  Mouse. 

Truly  the  1932-1933  Budget  files  will  be  as  novel,  as  newsy  and  as  important 
to  the  future  reader  as  any  that  came  off  the  "big"  press.
